Mouth [>l«e»»e In u Portion of Raima*. 
Nnosno FALLS, Kan., March 10.—Much 


excitement exists over the publicity given to 
the facts concerning the outbreak of the 
foot-and-mouth disease in this 
vicinity. 


However distressing the truth may bo, il 
will do far less.harm if the people of the 
country receive an early and a thorough 
wanting. 
A district of a diameter of fifty 


miles, 
with 
its center somewhere 
in 


Greenwood 
and 
other 
counties, 
in 


Southeastern 
Kansas, 
is 
atfected. 


Governor Glick, a prominent stock-raiser, 
Is giving exclusive official attention to the 
matter, and believes that the disease can b« 
stamped out with the expenditure of ?5,000. 
The locality is already closely quarantined. 
This is the first outbreak of this cattle-pcsl 
in America. The disease geneially leaves 
the animal without feet. 
Although few 


cases in themselves fatal nre recorded, the 
peculiar effects of the contagion render the 
slaughter of fie victim necessary in nearly 
all instances. 


The epidemic is still confined to the lo- 


cality where it was fir.st discovered, but it 
may be transmitted to healthy herds by dogs 
or men, being the most easily communi- 
cated of all contagions diseases. 
Cattle men 


are urgently calling for a social session ot 
the Legislature, as an appropriation of S10 - 
000 or 815,000 would rid the State of the 
plague just now, while it allowed to spread 
It may do millions of dollars' worth of dam- 
age. . 


The cattle interest of Kansas Is a very 


considerable one. There are about two 
million head owned in the State with an as- 
sessed valuation of 
fifty million dollars. 


During the pa.st year theie has been an in- 
crease of about two hundred thousand head. 


Governor Glick has not said that lie would 


all an extra session of the Legislature, but 
le is a stock-grower himself and knows tho 
mportance of stamping out the plague, and 
will therefore do all in his power in that di- 
rection.
